sionate love for adventure, and share in the hardy 
constitution of the peasant. Inured to athletic sports, 
to a degree far beyond Englishmen of the same 
classes, who are either devoted to commerce or agri- 
culture, or who shoot down pheasants and partridges 
in well-stocked preserves, the Irish sportsman wan- 
ders over moor and mountain, or tracks the river 
from its narrow source in some tarn far away, to its 
final rush into the sea. He knows the passes among 
the hills, the gorges and perilous defiles; he knows 
the strong natural defences of our country, 
and of all men knows how to defend it. It 
is, then, with some feeling of vexation we find the 
English journals, both metropolitan and provincial, 
filled with intelligence zegpecting some thousands of 
Volunteer an Rifle Clubs. In that commercial nation 
sor”. 150,000 volunteers are already enrolled and 
drilled. They are armed with the most destructive 
weapon, and in contests for prizes have given proof 
of their efficiency. Some have learned to manipulate 
the great guns, and know well the the range of their 
shot and the strong points of defence, should an enemy 
enter their harbours. England, at the present moment, 
possesses such a force as she never possessed before, 
and may well smile at the gasconade of Imperial 
journals, since to conquer her every male inhabitant 
of France should be a disciplined soldier landed in the 
island bodily. 

Ireland, however, is todepend for her defence on the 
Militia and Constabulary. We mean no disrespect 
to either force when we say they are not adequate 
to retain this island against a strong body of invaders, 
and a weak body will not be sent. The martello 
towers, for instance, along our coast, and the few 
forts recently erected round Kingstown, could offer no 
protracted resistance to an army. Yet, Dublin is worth 
fighting for. Some 3 or 5 millions plunder could 
be gained from our banks and commercial establish- 
ments. But we have what is more precious to us 
than wealth. We have wives and daughters, sons 
and homes. A French army of spoiled Zouaves 
bivouacked in Dublin is something too horrible to 
think of. 

There is some old law in existence which prevents 
the formation of Rifle Clubs in Ireland. This was 
the ready excuse of the Minister when appealed to. 
He promised, indeed, to take the matter into consider- 
ation,and to introduce a bill to legalise their formations 
One would think that where no political question 
was involved a short bill could be prepared in an 
hour, and passed rapidly through both Houses. M1i- 
nisters have never found any difficulty in passing 
with rapidity measures connected with national de- 
fences. If the Minister were in earnest, he could 
have procured a bill within three days, and we now 
should have had our Volunteers in training, and need 
not furnish to our Continental friends the taunt that 
England dare not trust Irishmen with arms. 

We believe firmly that if an invasion took place 
to-morrow, we would be found fighting side by side 
irrespective of creed or party. The enemy which 
truststo the wordy war of polemical strife, or the 
vituperative eloquence of arrogant ecclesiastics, would 
be bitterly self-deceived. We differ among ourselves 
and agree to differ; but there are subjects which 
would unite us asone man, and Ireland would pul- 
sate as from one heart, at the first symptom of inva- 
sion upon her virgin soil. True, there are some 
discontented spirits, some few heroes of Ballingarry, 
men who vote swords and give medals. There are, 
we believe, some admirers of the vitriol and iron- 
sp ke thrower, but they are miserably few. Some 
discontented spirits will be found in all communities ; 
some who would put their country in a blaze, hoping 
in the confusion to wrest for themselves that wealth 
which they have neither ability nor perseverance to 
earn ; but these may readily be swept aside. They re- 
fuse to be propitiated, and they are too weak to cause 
anything but a compassionate smile. 

But if any timorous statesmen dread lest Ribbonmen, 
Phoeenixmen, or Young Irelanders, should be found in 
the Volunteer ranks, itis very easy toobviate alarm; the 
cost of the uniform and equipments alone would ef- 
fectually exclude those whose dangerous temper arises 
chiefly from impecuniosity. Some discretion left to 
the commanding or inspecting officer, or the other 
members of the corps, would exclude all who could 
not heartily be trusted. 

Since Mr. Herbert promised to consider an Irish 
Volunteers Bill, he has instituted commission upon 
commission respecting English defences. There has 
not been a whisper respecting Irish defences. Some 
French engineers, the other day, examined carefully 
the ground on either side of the Shannon. They had 
beenthrough Ireland, they said, and knew it well. 
But no engineer, English or Irish, has scrutinised our 
means of self-defence. England, perhaps, may fancy 
that even if an enemy were in possession of Ireland 
he could be expelled at leisure. Such a supposition 
is not very consolatory to the loyal people of this 
country, nor is it true. It is far easier to repel an as- 
sailant than to expel him from his chosen ground, 
nor will that population be eager to join in dislodging 
a power which England, whether from jealousy or 
weakness, suffered to gain footing. 
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The Times on the Zurich Treaty :--- 


Count Walewski, in his Diplomatic Circular upon 
the Treaty of Zurich, propounds an explanation which 
leaves everything to be explained. In his opening 
sentence he tells expectant Euro still anxiously 
awaiting the fat of the Liberator of Italy as to how far 
he is prepared to set Italy tree—that the negociations 
of Zurich had an ascertained point of departure and a 
well-defined object. The point of departure is clear, for 
we can judge the past without the aid of diplomatic 
gloss ; but the object still appertains to the future, and, 
if at all well defined, is well defined orly to the mind 
of the Imperial Master of the French Minister. An 
attentive study of this State paper suggests, how- 
ever, not only a doubt whether its author tho- 
roughly understands the question he discusses, 
but afurther doubt whether even the Emperor of 
the French himself is not undecided. We read 
in vain to discover some clearly-traced policy and 
some determinate resolution as to the results of 
that campaign which was so brilliant in its progress an: 
so disappointing in its termination. We have now had 
at least half-a-dozen official and semi-official recapitu- 
lations of the circumstances of this intervention in the 
affairs of Italy. In every one of these it has been 
specially insisted that the object of that intervention 
was setiled from the commencement, and that the Em-

is own mere motion, and prevents a settlement which 
would have consolidated his own work as approximately 
as possible to his cwn avowed intention. For the pur- 
of this unexpected interference we turn with 
curiosity to Count Walewski’s manifesto. A 
dated a few days earlier than the election of 
Prince of Carignan, this State paper was written when 
the intention of the Assemblies was well known, when 
the Emperor had been publicly informed of, and even 
consulted as to, this intention, and when the certainty of 
the election was anticipated in Paris, and the action of 
the French Government in reference to it must have 
been settled. Count Walewski well knew, not only 
when he published this despatch in the Moniteur, but 
also when he wrote it, that the Regency of Central Italy 
was the one great turning point of the Italian question, 
and the only question connected with Italy which at- 
tracts public interest at this moment. ii i 
The Circular Despatch of the French Minister is 
chiefly remarkable for the absence of all allusion to this 
topic. Asa recapitulation it tells nothing that is new, 
and, while enumerating notorious facts, it only suggests 
the discrepancies between these important achievements 
and the much more extensive promises. We do not 
now require to be reminded of the disinterestedness 
and generosity of the French Emperor in ceding to 
Sardinia the conquered province of Lombardy. We 
have over and over again read in the French papers 
the boast that by the victories of the French arms 
“the position of Austria in Italy has ceased to 
be aggressive and preponderant, and presents 
no aspect which is in the least degree inconsistent with 
the free development of the political interests of Italy; 
and we have over and over again shown how little this 
boast is borne out by the event Now that the same 
vaunt is repeated in a State paper, we can only meet it 
by a simple allusion to existing facts. The shores of the 
Adriatic are in bitter bondage. The rich plain of Lom- 
bardy, which, as Count Walewski says, constituted 
three-fifths of the Austrian possessions in Italy, lies 
defenceless under the cannon of Peschiera and Man- 
tua. Lombardy is to those fortified uplands what 
the Lowlands of Scotland would have been to the 
Highlands if the Highlands had been _ possessed 
by one powerful monarch. Many an Englishman in 
his autumnal wanderings has lingered upon that hill of 
Solferino, and, when he recovered from his first aston- 
ishment at the tremendous strength of the position from 
which the Austrians were driven out, looked abroad 
over the fat plain, where far and wide the olives and 
mulberries and trelliced vines and patches of Indian 
corn stretched away to the distant horizon—a garden 
where even the rays of the setting sun lit up the con- 
fine. He has counted in that flat expanse, a score of 
cities celebrated in a hundred histories, rich in the 
hoards of industry and in the masterpieces of art, 
dotted about like distant sails seen through the sun 
haze upon an Eastern sea. No scene can be 
more tranquil, more beautiful, or more defenceless. 
When he has taken in this full western prospect 
he has turned round to the east where the undulating 
uplands rise swell upon swell into great Alpine peaks. 
He sees Peschiera reposing in strength upon the deep 
blue Garda Lake, and Verona’s impregnable walls 
lengthening in solid mass at the foot of the neighbouring 
mountains; he sees the dome of Mantua as a speck upon 
the distant right, and he knows that Legnago lies on the 
other side of those hills which conceal the windings of 
the Mincio. It is a scene on the one side of unprotected 
wealth and unguarded industry, and on the other of 
stern power. ‘There is the strong man, and there is the 
prey, Add that the master of these fastnesses believes 
that the plain which lies at his mercy is legitimately his 
own, and we comprehend the perpetual temptation to 
the Austrian and the perpetual terror to which the 
Treaty of Zurich has condemned the Italian. We can 
appreciate also the truthfulness of State papers when 
they boast that the position of Austria is no longer ag- 
gressive or preponderant in Italy. 


Surely this is enough. Even Austria ought to be Sa- 
tisfied that she is sufficiently securely placed to sweep 
back at an early opportunity all she has lost. With such 
odds against young Italy it is not too much to wish that 
she may be left with her arms unbound, to strengthen 
herself as she may against that early day when the four 
great fortresses will be put to the only use for which 
they can be keptin existence. Even Austria, if she were 
a chivalrous enemy, would be content that when the day 
arrives she should find something like a foe to resist her. 
With such an overwhelming superiority of force she 
cannot require the additional facility of friends to do 
treachery in all the little citadels she may have to 
attack. It is true that we have no right to talk 
with authority upon these matters. We have not 
fought in this war, and we have no right to take 
action upon the peace. We comment only as mere 
lookers on. But the case is altered when we are in- 
vited to give these arrangements the authority ofa 
general European law, and to adopt them as our own. 
it then becomes not only our right, but our duty, 
to understand distinctly what the Imperial policy 
of France is. We must allow that Napoleon IIL. 
has by his victories made him-elf master of the position. 
It is he who has coerced Austria, and he has a right to 
say where his coercion shall stop. But we have a right 
to say “ Davus sum, non CEdipus.” We must not go into 
Congress to expound French riddles. The Imperial 
Liberator now gives us every morning some assurance 
which would be comprehensible if it stood alone, but 
which unfortunately does not stand alone. We still 
require to know, in plain, frank, undiplomatic language, 
what it is which the Emperor of the French requires 
us to enact in our character of a member of the great 
Council of Europe. An English Minister must have 
something much more definite and much more con- 
sistent wpon the subject of the Duchies than the state- 
ments in Count Walewski's Circular before he would be 
justified in committing this country to any part ina 
Congress for the settiement of Italy. 


The Morning Herald on the Prospects of Christi- 
anity in India :--- 

What is called the religious difficulty of Indian politics 
is gradually torcing itself into more prominent notice, as 
the military and financial affairs of the empire appear to 
dissolve into something like settlement. It seems now 
pretty well understood that there will be a change in the 
mode of handling Christianity, but the alteration is not 
likely to be as extensive as the extremes of either side 
fear or wish. Upon the whole, nothing can be worse 
than the language and arguments used by the minority, 
who consider it a creditable exhibition of consistency 
to stand by the old policy of the Company in this 
matter. It would be difficult to name the qualifica- 
tions which entitle any man to lay down an extreme 
dogma upon such a subject as that of defining the 
duties of Christianity in India, but it is still more 
difficult to discover in the language and writings of 
those who would ignore it any single claim to be heard 
upon the subject. They seem to be at no small pains to 
divest themselves ot every shade of feeling which could 
possibly be construed into a religious one, with a view, 
we Presuine, of substantiating a claim to im vartiality. 
Unfortunately, there is external evidence that these 
persons are most virulent partisans, and that the argu- 
ments they employ constitute a special advocacy which 
is easily recognised. There is something, little though it 
may be, to be almost admired in the conduct of men who 
can stake a fraction of their reputation for sagacity in the 
perpetual defence of a ruler ‘ike Lord Canning.

Even 
admitting that the rebellion was a natural consequence

called in question. The little that was done for 
Christianity in India was wrung by Parliamentary 
interference outof the Board of Directors. They are 
as guiltless of having moved a finger in the cause as the 
King of Delhi himself. They are not even touched by 
the irony contained in the discovery that it was to save 
their own religion that the natives rebelled. Is not this 
always the way of the world? The principle upon 
which services and good a are ge = = 
changeable. It is very natural, then, that ™ 
say, if the old policy has not prevented a rebellion alleged 
to be caused by fear of the summary propagation of the 
Gosoel, let us try another plan, which will at any rate 
have the advantage of being a little more courageousand 
less time-serving,not to speak of higher motives of action. 
Itimay be gratifying to the irreligionists to know that the 
moderate evangelising party (who will eventnally carry 
their point) have no wish to press the introduction of 
Christianity upon the natives in any one sense. rhey are 
simply tired of the impudent denial so often given to 
the charge long since proved against the Company, and 
they are further convinced that it is Just as easy to 
maintain an open support of Christianity as it is to 
raise taxes and to torment a people with expensive 
and endless procedure at law. The fact is, it 
is simply a question of our ability to hold 
the country at all, and the natives must be taught 
to accept our religious “dispensation” just as they do 
our military, judicial, and financial arrangements. 
The question with us is not whether the last are simply 
popular, but whether they are politics and successful, and 
also how much military force is required to keep them 
going. Whatever explanation cant may supply our 
tenure of India exists really on these principles. “ The 
willing obedience ofa contented people,” is what Lord Can- 
ning was directed to aim at acquiring, not what 
any one believes we yet possess. Of course, if any 
set of men open an offensive campaign against the 
religious prejudices of the Hindoos, and forget to 
make themselves strong enough to render mutiny 
impossible, they would lose the country just as they 
would if they were to try it on with their pockets in 
a like manner. But the same power, whatever it 
may be, which is sufficient for the maintenance of law, 
justice, and taxation, will enable us to support the 
substance, and not merely the name, of the Christian 
religion. There is no more reason in asking for an 
excess of propagandist power than there is in seeking 
to endanger our possession of India by any other 
extravagance. 


The Observer on the position of Foreign Affairs :-- 


The news from Italy comes quick and contradictory 
from day to day. Hopes and fears alternate, and state 
of uncertainty as to the future is kept up, which is very 
tantalising, and which may come to be dangerous. It 
cannot be denied that the vacillating and conflicting 
statements in the French press contribute more to this 
unpleasant certainty than the vague rumours which are 
due to newspaper correspondents and telegraphic mes- 
sages that are wholly unauthorised. It is not less so 
with the articles of the Moniteur, or even with the semi- 
official and elaborate essays of the Constitutionel or Pays. 
We have been at some pains to correct the vague ru- 
mours from abroad, and events have born out our 
corrections. Whilst affairs looked hopeful In Central 
Italy during the week by the unanimous concentration 
of power in the hands of Prince Carignan, as Regent for 
the King of Sardinia, we were stunned by a telegram 
from Turin on Friday to the eflect that the Emperor 
Napoleon had enjoined the King of Sardinia to inter- 
ptse his authority to prevent this arrangement. We be- 
lieve that we are quite correct in stating that no such pro- 
hibition has been issued from Paris, or adopted in Turin. 
It was suspected that the appointment of a Regent 
would be distasteful tothe Emperor, as embodying a 
degree of permanent authority which he wished to keep 
over for the deliberations of Congress, and as embarras- 
sing to him in keeping the engagements of Villafranca. 
It is therefore probable enough that the Emperor Na- 
poleon has expressed dissatisfactions but it is also most 
likely that the King of Sardinia has taken no more 
positive step in the matter than to suspend any action 
in relation to it on his own part, to postpone, the 
decision which would doubtless more agreeable to 
himself, and best an safest for lfis country. It would 
be a melancholy thing for the Italians to lose their con- 
fidence, one by one, in all that they had warmly trnsted 
an followed in the war. ‘The King of Sardinia has his 
embarrassments, inseparable from his position, as well 
as his powerful ally. But we cannot help thinking that 
the boldest policy may after all turn out to be the best. 
The present ministers of Victor Emmanuel have not 
always shown themselves equal to the occasion. — But 
we do not despair. We have still the unanimity and 
the moderation of the people, the boldness and conduct 
of Garibaldi, and the vigorous and sagacity of Cavour. 
So far as England is concerned, the opinions of her Go- 
vernment, as well as of her people, are all on the right 
side; and whatever influence she may possess—and it 
is neither slight nor powerless—will continue to be 
honestly exercised on the side of Italian unity and inde- 
pendencee. 

The three treaties of Zurich have been formerly signed 
and completed in the way we some time since announced 
The first is between Austria and France, the second be 
tween France and Sardinia, and the third, for which the 
others had cleared the way, is the definitive Treaty of 
Peace between Austria, France, and Sardinia, the three 
principals in the war. It is nobody's business to find 
fault with whatever terms these powers choose to make 
with each other ; but when they come to decide before- 
hand the destinies of the other parts of Italy, it is then 
time for Europe to interfere. ‘There is no formal com- 
munication of these treaties, which soon, however, will 
be ratified in due form; but there is a circular note 
from Coont Walewski, the Foreign Minister of France, 
addressed to his envoys at foreign courts, and meant 
to convey his views to the public in other countries. 
Of this document it is not necessary to say much 
more than that it is an elaborate and feeble excuse 
for French subserviency to Austrian views, and an effort 
to prejudge the claims of Italy before the European 
Congress, which it states will be invited to consider the 
present and future condition of Italy. In considering

“ Prince de Carignan gave an auwiience on Saturday 
evening, at nine o’clock, to the Chevaliers Minghotti and 
Peruizzi, who had come here to request the Prince to 
accept the Regency conferred on him by the National 
Assemblies of Parma, Modena, Romagna, and Tuscany. 
The Prince, in his reply, said— I am deeply moved by 
your offer, and utter my thanks to the Assemblies and 
people of Central Italy who have given me so great a 
proof of their confidence. I believe that in giving this 
offer you are influenced less by my personal merits 
than by your devotedness to the King, and by 
your feelings, which are not only religious and 
national, but also respect for monarchical, institutions. 
Weighty representations and reasons of political pro- 
priety, and the approaching Congress, deter me, much 
tomy regret, from responding to your appeal, and ac- 
cepting the charge offered to me. This forbearance on 
my part, and the sacrifice 1 am thus making, will prove 
more useful to the interests of our common country 


to do an act of service in designating Chevalier Boncom- 
pagni, as the person who ought to be en- 
trusted with the Regency of Central Italy. 
Return my thanks to the people you repre- 
sent, and tell them that their perseverance and 
their general conduct deserve the praise and sympathies 
of Europe. Tell them to reckon always on the King, 
who will support their wishes, and who will never 
abandon those who entrust their destinies to his loyalty.” 
Prince Carignan then summoned Chevalier Boncompagni, 
to vndertake the Regency,who intimated his readiness to 
accept the honour and responsibility of that office. Sig- 
nor Boncdmpagni is about to leave immediately for Cen- 
tral Italy, toenter upon his functions.”

He there was received by a 
military band and guard of honour. ~ On alighting, he 
was met by the President and Professors, and the Cor- 
poration. Afteran address from the President, his 
Excellency distributed the prizes awarded to the stu- 
dents in the presence of a crowd of ladies and gentle- 
men more than the building could conveniently hold. 
After leaving the Cullege, he proceeded to Dr. Barter’s 
City Turkish Bath Establishment, where he was met by 
the doctor, who accompanied him into the bath-rooms. 
At 7 o’clock he entered the Athenwum, where a 
splendid entertainment was prepared. About 250 sat 
down todinaer, while the gallerics were crowded with 
ladies. |

(From the Correspondent of the Globe.) 

Paris, Fripay Evexino.—You will have received a 
long State paper, signed Walewski, embodying all the 
results of the Zurich Conference in an Imperial French 
point ot view. The most unexpected part of this reve- 
lation is the fact of Turin, Rome, and Naples being called 
respectively to stand at the bar of the Congress, or even 
sit on the magistrates’ bench with the five great Powers. 
There are, in point of fact, no other Sovereigns but these 
three in the Peninsula just now, save the President of 
St. Marino’s commonwealth, and the Princeling of Mo- 
naco; nor is it likely that the Congress will augment 
the number, as there are already two whose rule might 
be advantageously improved off the face of the land. 

Naples and Rome are understood to have agreed on a 
combined resistence on “ principle” to the constitutional 
form of government, which is the nuptial garment in- 
sisted on before their admittance to a seat at the pro- 
posed banquet of “ Italian Confederation.” Austria, in 
right of Venice, can hardly presume to sit at the con- 
federate feast in jackboots, or expose itself to the rebuke 
in the parable, “Friend, how canst thou sit here uot wear- 
ing the wedding robe?” ‘There are a few obstacles to 
that impossible scheme, and though Germany sut at a 
Diet of Worms, one of maccaroni or vermicelli is hope- 
less in Italy.

Springers were in very active demand; the 
prices were from £6 to £10, which latter was rarely ex- 
ceeded during the day. Therewas a moderate show 
of sheep, and victuallers being the only inquirers, sales 
were limited to immediate want, the value being fixed 
too high by holders. Prime wedder mutton rated at 5d. 
to 54d. per lb. ; other qualities, 4d. to 4$d. The pig 
market was an average. There was not a large supply 
of pork, but it was generally of good quality, and sold 
as high as 48s. per cwt.; stores and suckers were nu- 
merous, and their value remained unaltered. The 
weather was very fine. A large breadth of wheat has 
been sown, and some of it in braid looks well. 

Mucuincar (Co. WESTMEATH), SATURDAY, Nov. 12. 
—The show of stock to-day (the second day of our fair) 
was much in advance of former occasions, as was also 
the attendance of buyers. A good many two-and-a-half 
and two-year-old heifers and bullocks changed owners; 
the former at £7 15s. to £10 10s., and the latter from 
£7 to £10 178. 6d. each—considerably under yesterday's 
prices, as they were likewise of inferior quality. A few 
strippers and dry cows also found purchasers at from 
£6 to £9 per head; and a good many yearling and wean- 
ling calves were disposed of, the formerranging trom £5 
to £7, the latter from £2 10s. to four guineas each. Very 
few sheep were brought forward; one or two lots of lambs 
were sold at 26s. and 28s. per head; afew wethers at 36s. 
6d., and one small lot at 38s. also went off. The pig fair 
was much in advance of yesterday, and a very great de- 
mand for heavy animals took place, almost everything of 
this class being quickly bought up; prices ranged trom 
40s. to 43. 6d. per cwt.; stores were dearer than I ever 
recollect having seen them; from 38s. to 63s. each ; 
slips and bonams equally above their vslue, and almost 
everything fovnda market. A very considerable busi- 
pess was transacted in the horse department. Mr. Bar- 
ker received sixty-two gunieas for a very handsome hun- 
ter; Mr. Purdon, £56; Captain Walker, fifty guineas ; 
with a great many animals varying from these figures to 
£55 each. Altogether, the result of both days has been 
most satisfactory, and the amount of business done far 
beyond the usual average. ‘The improvement of the fair 
green, lighing of the town, &c., were the subject of ge- 
neral re:wark amongst the freqneuters of this important 
fair, whichis in character next to that of Ballinasloe 
The widening of the bridge also at the approach to the 
green, by the directors of the Midland Great Western 
Railway, was found to be a vast advantage. 

STAMPED Newsparrrs—from a retnru of the number 
of stamps issued to the newspapers of the United King- 
dom for the six months ending June last, it appeaes that 
“ Bell’s Lite” used 162,000, or upwards of 6,000 weekly. 
This return does not afford in the majority of instances 
the slightest criterion of the actual circulation, the num- 
ber of unstamped copies sold in our own case averaging 
no less than 24,000 weekly, the total sale being 30,000, 
With some of our contemporaries the number of stamped 
papers may probably very nearly represent their whole 
circulation. It will, therefore, be seen that neither to 
the advertiser is the return of much value.— Bell's Life.

She is alongside every second Sunday, and will, no 
doubt, prove a blessing to Kingstown. Lt is to be hoped 
the large saloon will be used for this purpose 
on the 27th inst., as the crush was incon- 
venient on yesterday. Is there no vessel in the Liffey 
where a similar Sunday afternoon service might be held? 
Surely thereis some captain to be found whose vessel 
lies alongside idle on the Sunday, where prayer mecet- 
ings might be held, which would cail down a blessing, 
not only on the crew, but on all who might be privik ged 
to attend.

thority, would satisfy the claims of the one without 
endangering the respect due to the other. The sense in 
which we use the phrase “ authority” may need an expla- 
natory word, we mean a presumption in favour of those in- 
stitutions which are sanctioned by great antiquity, and 
which therefore must have rooted themselves deeply in 
the habits and feclings of the nation. There are two 
ways of viewing a country’s institutions. The first is to 
presume that they are defective and unjust, and to cla- 
mour for their removal without asking whether they 
ure well adapted to the purpose of their creation. This 
is what, in the carrent language of the day, we may call 
the “advanced Liberal” or Radical view. The second 
is to presume that thev are effective until their ineffi- 
ciency is proved. This is the Conservative view. Not 
bigoted against change when change must be, but zealous 
that jit should never be made until its necessity is proved. 
The Conservative regards this necessity as a problem ; 
the Radical assumes it as an axiom. 

Apply the principle above laid down to the chief 
public questions of the day, and we shcll be able to 
predict the manner in which the Opposition, if con- 
sistent, will act in the discussions of the coming 
session. First in importance stands the subject of 
Parliamentary Reform. With regard to this question 
we hope, and indeed after Lord Derby’s speech at 
Liverpool we believe, that the Conservative party will 
not take up a purely obstructive position. Y $832 it 
received a severe lesson. There can be little doubt that, 
had the advice of Mr. Croker been followed, its 
position would have been strerythened and the 
question of Reform more 88 sfactorily dealt with. 
It was suicide for ten ye rg on the part of Sir R. 
Peel, to oppose Le John Russell's proposition 
to give member", ¢ Manchester and Birmingham. 
By doing so * 6 alienated from himself the urban popula- 
tion, 7” 4 forced the masses of the unenfranchised into 
the arms of their natural enemies, the Whigs, the 
champions of oligarchic exclusiveness and selfish 
‘cliquism. If Mr. Croker’s counsels had prevailed, 
and the Tories had shown a readiness to grant what was 
fairly demanded, the demeeratic deluge would have 
been stayed, and our country saved from an excitement 
that she could ill afford to bear, and a recurrence of 
which might menace her national existence. As 
it was, popular fury was increased by unreason- 
uble opposition ; and, backed by a strong support from 
without, the Whigs were enabled to pass an extensive 
measure, under cover of which they took care to reserve 
to themselves peculiar privileges. Mr. Burke often 
affirmed that a real Reform would be destructive to the 
Whig party; and if the Bill of 1832 had been as large 
and honest as it seemed, the victors would have been 
swept away in their own victory. But because it was not 
entirely honest—because the Whigs managed to perpe- 
trate a private jobin the midst of the public enthusiasm for 
them, which Peel’s want of foresight had caused, they 
averted instantaneous destruction. Their decay has been 
gradual, though sure. Nobody would now trust a purely 
Whig Government. Nobody now believes in their 
never-ending professions and unredeemed pledges. 
“ Civil and religious liberty,” those spacious words which 
jiave long imposed on deluded Radicals, are talismanic 
no longer; and who could maintain that peace, retrench- 
ment, and Reform is anything more than a convenient 
cry with men the fruits of whose successive Administra- 
tions have been European uneasiness, increased taxation, 
and postponed improvements ? 

Hint the Tory party must beware lest any imprudence 
shuld once more alienate from them the support 
ww the people, and again give currency to the now ex- 
ploded belief in the “Monopoly of Liberalism.” For- 
tunately the chiefs of the party have more sagacity than 
Peel, who, in spite of occasional successes, failed as a 

arty leader—always yielding when he should have 
en firm, always firm when he should have yielded. 
[t is possible that Lord Palmerston may bring forward 
a bill framed in the spirit of a Conservative reformer. 
Ifhe do so, we believe he will meet with no captious 
‘opposition, but with a generous though discriminating 
support. It is true that sucha bill would come with better 
grace from those who have long maintained Conserva- 
tive opinions ; but in a constitutional crisis the rivalries 
of politics should be forgotten. If the measure is to our 
taste, let us not cavil at the man who offers it. To 
tamper with the foundations of the Constitution is dan- 
gerous, and the Coonservatives would never have med- 
died unprovoked with the settlement of 1832 ; but now 
that the question is reopened, and that by the very man 
who passed the last measure—the defects in which have 
80 soon become obvious—the first duty of every patriot 
is to assist in closing the discussion of it. For until it is 
laid to rest, reforms, social, administrative, legal, of what- 
ever)kind, must all be á man 
When the present Ministry falls, whether by internal 
dissensions or by attacks from without, we trust that 
the men who succeed to power will be animated by 
unity of sentiment, and will be governed by fixed 
EE for when the time of England’s trial arrives, 
f her statesmen are without principles or without 
unity, she will assuredly drift into disaster, if not 
inte ruin.— The Press.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 

A general meeting of the Royal Irish Academy was 
held yesterday evening, at their heuse, No. 19, Dawson- 
street, at eight o’clock— 

Dr. Topp, S.F.T.C.D., in the chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and 
confitmed, 

The Rev. Dr. Reeves proceeded to read a paper upon 
“A crannoge in the county of Léndonderry,”’ which 
was referred to council for publication. 

The Chairman said that Professor Haughton was 
desirous of expressing some of his views respecting the 
tidal observations made in the Arctic Regions. He was 
sure the members of the Academy would be happy to 
hear the remarks of the professor. 

Professor Haughton then came forward, and by means 
of alarge map, suspended from the galleries, illustrated 
the various fluctuations and movements of the gulf cur- 
rents in the Arctic Archipelago. Mr. Haughton said that 
several gentlemen who were at present turning their at- 
tention to the tide, in the Arctic Regions were anxious 
that he sould express his opinions upon this subject, 
and he lad accordingly selected the Academy as the 
most suitable place for submitting his views, which he 
had communicated to Captain M'Clintock the evening 
before his departure from London, on his voyage. 
Ia the opinion of Mr. Haughton, the Atlantic and 
Pacific tides meet along a line of comparatively still 
water, in which the ice accumulates so as to formanim- 

passbale barrier. This line{passes north of Renslaer Lart, 
north of Wellington Channel, Bank's Strait, and north 
of Prince of Wales’f Strait. A general sketch of this 
theory was published in April, 1858, in the Natwrw/ 
History Review, and communicated by the professor, to 
Captain M'Clintock, in the summer of 1857. The prac- 
tical conclusion deducted from this theory was, that no 
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guardians should memoria! the Lord Lieutenant to 
have Mr. Daly reinstated. A committee was appointed, 
and a memorial drawn up to his Excellency, which was 
forwarded last month. The reply only arrived this 
week. As, however, his Excellency declines to interfere, 
considering the offer of the Commissioners to appoint 
another chaplain a fair one, the guardians have now 
no course open but eithtr to allow another chaplain to 
be appointed, or send the inmates out to mass. Which 
course they Will puraue remains to be seen :'—

“ Sir.—Referring to your letter of the 7th‘ult., with its 
accompanying memorial from the board of guardians of 
the Galway Union, relating to the Roman Catholic

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NON-INFLAMMABLE FABRICS FOR LADIES’ 
GARMENTS. 

It has long been known that a material of cotton or thread 
ceuld be in great measure preserved from the effects of 
flame by soaking in a solution of alum, or common salt. 
The expedient is a simple one, but in practice is liable 
to objections which, more than any wilful disregard or 
carelessness have prevented its general employment. 
The fabric which is soaked in common salt becomes 
crisp and hard to thetouch; while that which is 
saturated with alum is seriously injured by 
the process, losing its strength by reason of the 
action of the salt upon the fibre. The chemist was 
therefore called upon to discover a substitute which 
would exert no injurious effect upon the colour, 
the appearance, or the strength of the material to be 
rendered non-inflammable. The investigation—one of 
considerable research and some difficulty—was under- 
taken by Messrs. Versmann and Oppenheim, to whom 
the thanks of the ladies are due for a long series of 
experiments made in their behalf. It was found that 
borax exerted a powerful preservative effect, but that 
the combination of the chemical ingredient impaired, in 
some degree, the strength of the material operated upon. 
The effect of more than forty different salts was then 
tested in the laboratory, the Royal laundry, and various 
muslin manufactories ; and a re-agent was at length 
discovered, answering in every t the require- 
ments of the manufacturer, who, it is to be observed, 
finishes his muslins without the application of a hot iron. 
But more was yet required of the chemist. Tbe amount 
of the re-agent in question—viz., the phosphate 
of ammonia—required for a perfect preservative effect, 
was very considerable; and, moreover, the salt decom- 
poses under the iron of the laundress, rendering 
the operation of ironing after its employment a matter 
of some difficulty. The sulphate of ammonia, a salt 
only one-fourth the price of the phosphate, was found 
advantageously to replace the latter for the purposes of 
the manufacturer; a similar preservative action being 
obtained with a much smaller amount of the re-agent. 
Both salts, however, are soluble in water, requiring re- 
newal after washing; and both are liable to the same 
objection with regard tothe ironing process. A substance 
was, therefore, required to answer a dom estic purpose, and 
which, while allowing the hot iron to pass smoothly over 
the surface of the prepared material, would afford a perfect 
guarantee against the effects of the flame, without in- 
juring inany degree the strength or appearance of the 
fabric. A salt fulfilling these conditions was ultimately 
discovered by the above-mentioned chemists in the 
tungstate of soda. This salt is now in constant use in 
her Majesty’s laundry at Richmond ; and it is to be 
hoped that its application may quickly become general. 
It remains only for the wearers of light summer fabrics 
to require that their goods shall have undergone the 
preparation through which their wearers will be pre- 
served from the dangers resulting from accidental igni- 
tion, and that the laundress also shall employ the tung- 
state solution of the domestic difficulty in obtaining the 
same desirable result of safety against fire —Mechanics’ 
Magazine. 


Tae SPEARER OF THe Lecistative AssemBiy.—Tho 
re-election of Sir Daniel Cooper was a matter of course. 
There were,indeed, rumours of arival candidate,but from 
what quarter they came forth we could not ascertain. 
We do not imagine that Sir Daniel Cooper is the cordial 
choice of the entire Assembly ; but there was no chance 
of a successful opposition to his re-election. The re- 
putation of the country depends greatly on the character 
of the Assembly, and this again on the qualifications 
and social influence of the Speaker. It is not nec 
to say that the decision of the Assembly will obtain the 
ME approval of the constituencies. Sir Daniel 
per owes much to this colony, and he has recognised 
the debt by largely consecrating his fortune and his 
time tothe public service. If the honour of his position 
be distinguished, his post is also one of great anxiety, 
toil, and responsibility. It is all very pleasant to go 
into the Assembly for an hour or two, and listen to a 
lively debate ; it may not be at all amiss to lounge on 
the soft seats of the House, to stray through the library 
and refreshment rooms, and to pop out every half-hour 
for a draught of smoke or fresh air,according to the taste; 
but to sit in that chair, hour after hour, watching a de- 
bate; to be ready any moment to arbitrate on ques- 
tions of order, to decide when or how a gentleman 
has deserved the black hole—is about as 
disagreeable a berth as can be imagined 
out of the pillory. Sir Daniel Cooper has on many 
occasions shown qualifications that would have been 
respected in any deliberative body ; especially in the 
quickness of his perception of the issue, and the promp- 
titude and clearness of his decisions. The principle 
which has now been several times affirmed by the 
practice of our Assembly is of great value, namely— 
that a Speaker once chosen shall be reappointed, unless 
strong reasons be given for change. It is of vital im- 
portance that the Speaker should be above the suspicion 
of faction—that, although he may belong to a party in 
politics, he shall cease to bea partisan. If he be de- 
pendent on the support of a faction for the retention of 
his office, it will be engendered by every fluctua- 
tion in the state of the House. Chosen to-day, he may 
be turned out to-morrow ; and thus his conduct will be 
likely to be influenced by fear, or at least will be open 
to suspicion. We are well aware that in England 
the Speakcrship is given by a party vote ; it cannot be 
otherwise ; but as the Speaker is to be the repre- 
sentative of the whole House, and as he must often 
act as the arbitrator and referee, it is for the benefit of 
the legislative body, whose order and tranquillity are 
committed to his charge, that he should be at ease 
when he ascends the chair. He will thus feel that 
all around him rely with equal confidence on his truth- 
fulness and impartiality. He no Isnger belongs to his 
political friends, but to the Legislature and the country. 
Sensible men of every class would regret were he found 
below the dignity of his position, or were it liable to be 
shaken by any temporary passions. ‘The English Parlia- 
ment has commonly given to this consideration the force 
of law. With that dignified and prudent temper which 
regulates the first representative body in the world, it 
has always respected conventional u gs, and 
presumptive claims, and has thus left a broad on 
which even political opponents can act together. It was 
the ful acknowledg 
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ultimately directed by his lordship to stand 
over ,to this term, the affidavits filed by 
the company to stand for answering affidavits.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesterpar. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
THE LIMERICK ELECTION RIOTS. 
The Queen v. Edward Gonne Bell, R.M. 

In this case Mr. Clarke, Q.C., on behalf of the defen- 
dant, moved for a change of venue from the county of 
the city of Limerick tothe county of Limerick, the next 
adjoining county, and for liberty to enter a suggestion on 
the record to the effect that an impartial trial could not 
be had in the former locality. The learned gentleman 
was proceeding to open the affidavits, when 

The Attorney-General interposed, and observed that 
he thought it would be desirable that he should, for the 
sake of convenierce and the saving of the time of the 
court, state the course which the law advisers of the 
Crown intended to take. The motion was in substance 
similar to the question raised in the case of the Queen v. 
Cunway, so that there was no necessity for entering on 
a discussion of the law of the case. He had read over 
the affidavits and the voluminous informations in the 
case. ‘Upon reading thosedocuments, the course he pro- 
posed to take was this: —He would not resist the motion 
so far as it sought to remove the trial from the city of 
Limerick. It would then become a question where else 
the trial ought to take place. It was suggested on the 
part of the defendant that the venue should be the 
county of Limerick. However, exercising his judg- 
ment on behalf of the defendant, he did not think 
he ought to accede to a trial in that locality. In taking 
this course he was entirely uninfluenced by charges made 
in the affidavits against the jurors whe investigated be- 
fore the corcner, and against the parties who were en- 
gaged there pro and con, as well as by matters 
which might be considered imputations upon the jurors 
of the city of Limerick. He did not wish to offer any 
opinion, or to let drop any expression indicative of an 
opinion upon the merits of the case ; but he was bound 
to say that the coroner’s jury appeared to have been pro- 
perly summoned and fairly impannelled; that the pro- 
ceeding on both sides appeared to have been fair and 
aboveboard; and that the coroner acted with impartiality 
and ability in the discharge of a very painful and invi- 
dious duty. The jury appeared, furthermore, to have 
conducted themselves with propriety. But it did appear 
that this lamentable transaction occurred immediately 
after the termination of an ardently contested election 
for the city of Limerick, and on the eve of an expected 
contest for thecounty. Three persons lost their lives 
in consequence of an order to the police to fire. The 
transaction thus occurring in the city of Limerick, it 
caused there, amongst all classes, a great deal of 
excitement ; indeed the proceedings before the 
coroner's jury clearly exemplified this. Public meetings 
were called and subscriptions entered into to carry on 
the prosecution, placards were published, newspaper 
articles were written, and speeches of an exciting char- 
acter made. Under such circumstances, and abstaining 
altogether from intending to convey any imputation upon 
the jurors of Limerick, or to say for one moment that 
any impartial jury could not be found there, he thought 
it better not to run risk of having upon the jury, upon 
one side or other, heated partisans. Theexcitement in 
the city had spread to the county of Limerick, and 
there the crown was also apprehensive that there might 
be on the jury partisans of either party. It remained 
then to be seen where the case ought to gofor trial. It 
was for the the court to determine what venue it would 
select from which the jury ought tocome. He begged 
to suggest that there would be a convenient and most 
impartial tribunal to be found either in the county 
of Dublin or the county of Cork, In either venue 
there was no reason to suppose that excitement existed, 
and, therefore, there was no doubt that the case would 
receive a fair and impartial trial at the hands of a jury 
selected from the Cork or Dublin panel. He would now 
state that the Crown, considering the magnitude and 
gravity of the case, and that it required a calm and im- 
partial investigation, had taken up the prosecution, and 
would for the futu:e allow of no intervention on the 
part of any third parties. 

Mr. Clarke said that he fully acquiesced in the 
course taken by the Attorney-General, and would select, 
under the approbation of the court, the county of 
Dublin. 

Serjeant O’Hagan, on the part of the next cf kin, sug- 
gested some southern county as the venue, on the ground 
that it would be more convenient for the parties con- 
cerned as witnesses. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that nothing could be 
more discreet and impartial than the application which 
the Attorney-General had made, and the terms in which 
he had brought it before the court. He did not express any 
opinion of hisown. For many reasons he desired to ab- 
stain from expressing any opinion with respect to 
the place where the trial should take place. 
Judge Perrin, however, was of an adverse opi- 
nion to the removal of the venue to a distant county. 
He (Judge Perrin) had all alongand at all times felt con- 
siderable doubt upon the law,and whether the next adjoin- 
ing county be not the proper andlegal venue. It did not 
appear that any very strong circumstances had been 
suggested against the impartiality of a trial in the next 
adjoining county of Clare, while on the score of con- 
venience there could be no doubt that it would be very 
desirable. The court had, therefore, decided on granting | 
the application, and removing the venue to Clare, 
The Atterney-General announced his intention of 
entering a nolle proscqui upon the coroner's inquisition, 
in the cases of the members of the constabulary who had 
been returned guilty of manslaughter. 
The Court consented, and the proceedings terminated. 

THE CHAPLAINCY OF THE GALWAY UNION. 

The Queen v. Rev. Peter Daly. 

Mr. Serjeant O'Hagan, Q.C., appeared in this case, the 
particulars of which ure familiar to the public, to show 
cause against making absolute a conditional order which 
had been obtained by the Poor Law Commissioners against 
a Koman Catholic clergyman, named Daly, who had 
been dismissed from the office of chaplain of the Galway 
Union, and which he persists in retaining, notwithstand- 
ing a sealed order of the Commissioners to the contrary. 
The conditional order was for a writ of quo warranto 
to compel Mr. Daly to resign the office. Counsel, in 
the course of his arguments, referred to the af- 
fidavit of the Chief Clerk of the Commissioners. 
in which he deposed that a letter was written 
by the Commissioners’ inspector, requesting ‘Mr. 
Daly to call on his bishop and get him to appoint 
a chaplain in his place, as he had been dismissed. 
Brodie, the poor law inspector, waited upon the Roman 
Catholic bishop, and —— the circumstances of the

child was originally entered under the designation of 

John Joyce, from the circumstance of its having been 

brought to the workhouse by a man of that name, and 

who had so good a right to determine its religion as 

the man who saved its life and placed it iman insti- 

tution ?—that he (Mr. Daly)would repudiate such a doc- 

trine, &c.; “that he would have it published, in church 

and chapel, that if such an unfortufiate should 
again be found, he would have it put into the work- 

house, and registered as a Roman Catholic 
as a matter of right.” The final order of the Commis- 
sioners, in reference to Mr. Daly, was to the effect that 
they had no alternative but to remove him from the 
chaplaincy (he not having resigned). and an order to 
that effect wasissued. Mr. Daly, in his affidavit, fur- 
ther stated, fhat he felt it would be a dereliction of his 
duty if he omitted to attend to the wants of his flock in 
the workhouse. Counsel said the main question that 
arose in the case was, whether for not Mr. 
Daly, having received a sealed order of the 
Commissioners, dismissing him fiom the chaplaincy, 
and having ceased, in point of law, to be the 
chaplain of the Galway Union, whether the present 
proceeding by quo warranto could be directed 
against him by the court, for the purpose 
oí compelling him to cease his attendance.. The 4th 
section of the'lst and 2nd Vic. made the office of chaplain 
only tenable during the pleasure of the Commissioners. 
The main question for the court was, whether or not the 
Commissioners took the course they should have taken 
for the removal of Mr. Daly. 

Mr. Justice Perrin—Does he claim salary ? 


Mr. Serjeant O’Hagan said it appeared so, as a cheque 
had been signed by the guardians for his payment. 


Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibboo, Q.C., who appeared on be- 
half of the Commissioners, said that the cheque for the 
payment of Mr. Daly’s salary was given in pursuance 
of a written demand made by that gentleman.— 
The case was one possessing some very peculiar 
features. It had been conceded tha the 
Rev. Mr. Daly had been legally dismissed from his 
office, and after being so dismissed he, upon the invita- 
tion of the board of guardians, resumed the office and 
performed the functions of chaplain, not, as he (counsel) 
contended, as parish priest of the parish in which the 
union was situate, but as if he were actually the chap- 
lain of the union. The argument upon the other side 
was based upon the allegation that Mr. Daly persisted 
in discharging the duties in the workhouse in discharge 
of his duty as priest of the parish ; but he (counsel) 
contended that that gentleman assumed to himself duties 
altogether different to those of the parish priest— 
duties which the law imposed upon the actual 
chaplain of the workhouse to perform. Mr. Daly 
persisted in filling the office, although legally 
dismissed, and sought to deprive the Commissioners of 
their power to fill the office. They applied to the 
bishop to name some one to fill the office, and he refused 
to do so until the differences would be settled with Mr. 
Daly. He was further pressed to recommend some one 
to fill the office, but he would not do so. The Commis- 
sioners then, according to the proviso in the act of 
Parliament, tendered the office to the senior curate of the 
parish, who said he would take time to consider, but, 
having considered, refused to take the office. They then 
asked the junior curate, but none of them would ac- 
cept of it. He submitted there was a regular combina- 
tion with Mr. Daly to keep him in the office, and to ren- 
der it utterly impossible to get any one else to fill it. 
In his affidavit he did not deny that he 
was chaplain, but said no other person but himself could 
hold the office, as he had the duties of parish clergyman 
thrown upon him. The effect of all he had done was to 
turn the office into a freehold. 

The Chief Justice said that if the Commissioners ap- 
pointed him, they surely had the power to appoint 
another, if they were not too timid. 

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon said that was the difficulty, 
as no other person would accept the office, and the Com- 
missioners had done all they could, and signed 
the sealed order dismissing him from the chaplaincy. 
The court had power to remove him from the 
position in which he had placed himself. He, 
instead of giving a plain answer, entered into a 
long affidavit for the purpose of showing he was entitled 
to hold the office of chaplain, although it was admitted 
he had been legally dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Perrin said he thought it was a case of 
temper between himself and the Commissioners, 

Serjeant Fitzgibboa said it was a great deal more 
than temper, as he clearly claimed a right to stay in the 
situation, notwithstanding his dismissal, 

Mr. Justice Hayes said that if he wanted to dismiss 
one of his own servants, he thought it would be a very 
idle thing for him to apply to the court for a quo war- 
ranto, where he could accomplish the thing by simply 
shutting the door against him. 


The Chief Justice said it was a question of very 
great public importance if the commissioners could be 
parried in that way. He would be glad if counsel would 
lookjinto the authorities to see what species of execution 
would issue against him, if a judgment of ouster were 
pronounced. If, after a judgment of ouster, Mr. Daly 
persisted in going into the workhouse, he would be 
clearly guilty of a contempt of court, for which the 
court would attack him. 

' Serjeant Fitzgibbon said thatif there was a judgment 
of ousteragainst Mr. Daly, they would soon get a person 
to fill the office. 

The arguments had not concluded when the court 
rose.

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COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Yesrerpay. 
(Before Judge Keogh.) 
Crosbie v. Robinson. 

This was a motion, on behalf of the defendant, to set 
aside the service of the writ of summons and plaint, on 
the ground that, inasmuch as he was at present under- 
going his sentence of penal servitude, he could not be 
legally served without the order of the court, which had 
not been obtained. Theaction was brought torecover the 
sum of £15; and the summons and plaint described the 
abode of the defendant—* Phillipstown Convict Prison, 
King’s County.” In his affidavit he stated that he was 
tried and convicted in Green-street, for forging 
and uttering a cheque ; that he was sentenced to three 
years’ penal servitude, which he was now undergoing in 
Phillipstown Convict Prison. Counsel contended that 
he was not amenable in a civil action, and that, even if 
he were, the order of the court should have been obtained 
authorising the service on him of the summons and 
plaint. 

Mr. Kernan, Q.C., with Mr. Tottenham, appeared in 
support of the motion. 


Mr. Seeds, on the other side, relied upon the general 
order of the court, which stated broadly that a defendant 
within the jurisdiction of the court could, as a matter of 
course, be served with a writ of summons and plaint. 
He also urged that felons, if the court ruled against him 
would have conferred on them a greater privilege than 
members of Parliament. The felon in thiscase had 
Ea, his conviction, become entitled to £12,000 in

street, on Sunday. When arrested he became very 
violent, striking and kicking the constables repeatedly .— 
The prisoner was remanded. 

Suspicion or Roppery.—A man, named James Mul- 
ligan, was brought up by Police-constable, James Ryan 
and Philip Craven, charged with being the party who, 
in July, 1858, stole from the premises of the Rev. Mr. 
Bourke, P.P. of Saggart, county . Dublin, 
the sum of £58. It appears that this man, 
at the time in question, was employed by the 
complainant as a slater and plasterer. On the 2nd July, 
1858, complainant went to Newcastle, leaving the pri- 
soner working at his house, and when he returned he 
found that he had absconded, and that his chest 
of drawers, containing the above amount, had been 
forced open. Every search was made for the prisoner 
by the police at the time, but without effect, for 
he went to England, where he remained until 
very recently. On last Saturday night, however, he was 
seen in Golden-lane, by Police-vfficers Craven, Ryan, and 
Keegan, of the G division, who arrested him. On being 
questioned, he admitted that he had been working for 
the complainant at the time of the above occurrence.— 
He was remanded. 

ATTEMPTING TO Rescue A Prisoxer.—A man, named 
Richard Connolly, was charged by Police-constable 170 
B, with attempting to rescue a prisoner in the custody 
of another constable, and being conveyed to the station- 
house at the time. He was ordered to give bail, or be 
imprisoned for two months. 

AssauLt.—Ambrose Higgins was brought up in cus- 
tody of Police-constable 57 A, charged with having, on 
the night of the 12th inst., assaulted one Edward 
O'Reilly, of Meath-street; with a knife, also the con - 
stable himself, while in the discharge of his duty. It ap- 
pears that the prisoner, before the occurrence, had been 
in Mr. O’Reilly’s shop, where he had bought some to- 
bacco, but, without any provocation, he threatened to 
stab him with a knife. He was given in charge to the 
above constable, and, while in his custody, he broke his 
hat, tore his coat, and bit his thumb, in consequence of 
which he had been since unable to do duty.— The pri- 
soner was ordered to be imprisoned two months for each 
assault, with hard labour.
